During the past sum- 
mer she taught the nutrition class 
under the auspices of the local 
Civilian Defense committee, out of 
which was formed the local Can- 
teen corps, of Northfield. Many 
women enjoyed the privilege of 
carrying on the studies with her. 
Miss Treen has an eminent back- 
ground of experience. She was 
graduated from the Home Eco- 
nomics department of Pratt Insti- 
tute, was director of the Commons 
at the University of North Dakota, 
where she was given her A.B. de- 
gree. She studied at Columbia in 
the field of nutrition and went to 
Boston as director of school 
lunches for the city of Boston, un- 
der the Women’s Educational and 
Industrial Union. Two years ago 
she retired after 25 years of serv- 
ice, but is now pressed again into 
service to head up this new impor- 
tant bureau on household prob- 
lems, in this war time emergency, 
Miss Treen claims no super knowl- 
edge but with her charming per- 
sonality and winning smile, en-» 
deavors to study all problems of 
housewives as presented and solve 
them in an acceptable manner. 
The new effort in the women’s ac- 
tivities of the city of Boston is al- 
ready meeting with an unbounded 
success, Miss Treen was interview- 
ed quite fully by a representative 
of the Monitor and the glowing 
account of over two columns is 
most humanly interesting. Also 
published is a photograph of Miss 
Treen taking up one of her prob- 
lems with a housewife. |
